SHOULD ROSE BILL PASS 


Injustice of Giving Power 


to Rural Districts 


Over the Cities 


Thousands of Employes of Brew- 
eries and Distilleries Would Be 


forced Into Idleness. 


Columbus, 0.; Feb. 3.—The fate of 


the. Rose county local option, bill.will 
be decided this week, at least li so 
far as: the upper branch of the Gen- 
eral Assembly is concerned. 
Accom- 


panied by ugly charges that trickery 
was resorted' to, the bill was reported 
favorably by the Senate Committee 
on Temperance, and was .placed on the 
Senate calendar for Tuesday. 


It is very doubtful if it will be 


reached that day, but It is conceded 
oa all sides that it will -have a hear- 
ing, and a vote on the floor not later 
than Thursday of this week. Senator 
Harper, who is violently but frankly 
opposed to the bill, is expected to have 
something to say on the floor with' re- 
gard to the alleged sharp practices 
which were resorted to by friends of 
the measure in having It reported out 
of the Committee on Temperance. : 


From what can be learned from the 


gossip which leaks out from -the Up- 
per House, the rocks upon which; the 
Rose bill is likely to founder, if "it 
should founder-afe "hoine rate", and 
.labor, and there are not "a fe^.y.i^> 
frankly declare that were flipse itijb 
questions removed they would vcite tor 
the bill. "Home Rule" is a mptto 
whose praises are sung and reverber- 
ated through the halls of both Houses 
at every session of the General' As- 
sembly toy both parties. "Home rule" 
for cities has been advocated as good 
legislation by both parties for so long 
that the "memory of man. runneth 
not to the contrary," and many of 
those who in the past have sung its 
.praises and preached of its virtues 
now find themselves in a position 
where they are called upon to practice 
what they preach. For the Rose 
county local option bill is all that 
"home rule" is not. It gives to the 
rural districts the balance of 
power 


over the cities and villages, and forces 
upon them legislation which they not 
only do not want, but which is cal- 
culated to injure them financially and 
commercially. 


It is conceded on all sides that on 


the face of it the country districts 
would suffer little if any by reason pt 
the passage of the county local op- 
lion bill. The brewers and saloon 
keepers and distillers would be driven 
out of business, thousands of skilled 
and unskilled 
laborers 
would toe 


thrown out of employment, real estate 
would become a drug on the market 
and a thousand other disasters would 
happen, but the 'happening would be 
confined to the cities and villages, 
while the fanner pursued the even 
tenor of his way. This in itself would 
result in domestic strife and bad feel- 
ing between the city man and the 
farmer; but a Senator who has given 
the matter some deep study points out 
a significant fact which has evident- 
ly been overlooked by the rural advo- 
cates of the bill. This senator points 
to the fact, which is conceded on all 
sides, that the passage of the Rose 
bill would throw thousands of men 
out of employment—a condition to be

WASHING FLANNELS. 


Shrinking Goods. 


Perhaps it may be as well to state a 


few points of importance which, 
carefully observed, will enable any one 
to wash liauuel materials and at the 
same time avoid 
shrinking. The first point to avoid is 
the use of too hot water, as it acts on 
the surface colls of the wool fibers and' 
makes them draw together. 


The second point to avoid is on no 


occasion to use too strong a soap lath- 
er, as too much soap deprives the wool 
of its elasticity and softness: hence 
very slight lather on the surface of the 
water is quite sufficient for the "wash- 
ing of flannels that are not exception- 
ally dirty. If the lather disappears, it 
is better to add a little more soap, as 
it is required, than to have too strong 
a lather to begin with. 


The third point is that washing soda 


should in every case be avoided, as it 
is most destructive to the woolen 
fibers.

Peace Will Be In Sight When Em- 


ployers Recognize the Right of Work- 
ers to Organize and Bargain Collec- 
tively—Some Fallacies Refuted. 


The department of labor bus made a 


study of thp data lu regard to the cost 
of the strlk.es and lockouts which the 
country has witnessed lu the last twen- 
ty-live years. Pielimluary sumumries 
and figures, with the results reached, 
have appeared in the press, and of 
course the usual solemn editorial com- 
ments have followed. The full report 
will no doubt ghe us a s>uperabun- 
dimce of such wisdom and moralizing, 
but the net intellectual profit to em- 
ployers and workmen will be small. 


One newspaper remarks that "short 


of actual war there has never been de- 
vised a more costly, unsatisfactory 
and materially disastrous method of 
settling economic disputes" than the 
strike-lockout method. 


This may be admitted without argu- 


ment. The figures may be misleading, 
tbe calculations full of errors and 
omissions, but certainly no intelligent 
workman will assert that the strike 
method is in itself a good method. It 
may be inevitable at tunes, but a nec- 
essary evil is not a blessing. Organ- 
ized labor does not fa\or strikes for 
the sake of striking and would be glad 
of better methods of settling disputes. 
But facts are facts, and human na- 
ture is human nature. What is labor 
to do when an employer is arrogant, 
stupid, blind to his own interests, 
prejudiced and arbitrary? 


Let us look at the official figures. It 


seems that for the period 1SS1-1900 
tbe 
loss 
to employees 
in 
wages 


through strikes is said to have amount- 
ed to $258,000,000 and the loss to em- 
ployers from the same cause $123,000,- 
000. 
Lockouts during the same period 


cost the workmen about $49,000,000 
and the employers some $10,000,000. 


These, we are told, are the direct 


losses, and they are tremendous. The 
imerence conveyed is that if no strikes 
or lockouts had occurred during the 
period the above colossal amounts 
would have been saved. 


Now. 
this inference is subject to 


heavy discounts, to important qualifi- 
cations. It is not true that the losses 
were "pure" losses. It is sheer assump- 
tion that in the absence of strikes and 
lockouts there would have been no stop- 
pages, no interruptions, no enforced 
idleness. 


However, tet us assume for the sake 


of argument that billions have been 
lost 
by 
employers and 
employed, 


through strikes and controversies. 
How are similar losses to be prevented 
in the future? By making strikes and 
lockouts illegal, by compulsory arbi- 
tration? 
Neither employers nor or- 


ganized labor will entertain that idea 
lor a moment Tue right to strike a..

sion and negotiation. 


From excellent authority come the re 


ports that arbitration and conciliation 
are steadily growing; that many cases 
are settled peacefully today that would 
surely have led to industrial warfare 
ten or a dozen years ago. This is true 
and as gratifying to organized labor as 
it is to the public. But arbitration, 
trade agreements 
and 
conciliation 


•would make more rapid and general 
progress if the employers once for al! 
repudiated the bigots, reactionaries 
and miscbief makers among them, ac- 
cepted the union shop principle, gave 
up needless and irritating "suits"' to 
gain improper advantages through per- 
version of the law and treated work- 
men as business equals. Let employers 
organize as much as they please and 
In any way they please, but let them 
honestly recognize the same right in 
labor and deal with it uot at arm's 
length, uot under tbe spur of necessity, 
but jjlaUlj and willingly. 


There is no other way to stop 


strikes, no other way to avert the 
losses entailed by industrial warfare, 
but our sapient editors and moralizcrs 
do not point this moral. They prefer 
windy and empty exhortations to labor 
which mean nothing. 


Another fallacy of the statisticians 


is this—in computing: losses they for- 
get that many strikes result in swb- 
stantial increases of •wascs or in re- 
duction of hours. If a certain number 
of men lose the wascs of one nionlli, 
say, in two or three years and ohJain 
a 30 per cent increase that is perma- 
nent, have th<-y sustained a uct Joss or 
have tbey ganicd by I he sSnke?

Engineer Cooley V/ill Experiment on 


Road Building In Sandy Soii—Clover 
Will 
Bo Planted, Cut and 
Mixed 


With Sand. 


George \\. Cooley. engineer and sec- 


retary of the state highway commis- 
sion of Minni'suta. has secured the co- 
operation of the public road office at 
Washington ami the bureau of plant 
Industry 'In his plans for experiment- 
ing in the construction of roads in 
sandy districts, says the St. Panl 
Pioneer Press. Experiments along this 
line were authorized at the last meet- 
ing of the highway commission and 
vull be commenced next spring. 


Mr. Cooley plans to make two or 


three experiments along this line. One 
road piobably will be constructed near 
Brockeuridpre and the others in places 
where .similar conditions exist Local 
authorities ha\ e found it practically 
impossible to build ruatls ill sandy soil 
where no clay, gra\el or broken stone 
can be obtained except at au expense 
so great as to make it out of the ques- 
tion, and it is for the purpose of find- 
ing some means of building good roads 
under such conditions that the experi- 
ments will be made. 


The federal public roads authorities 


tun e become interested in the plan and 
will assist to tbe extent of paying a 
part of tbe »xpense. The local author- 
ities of the districts in which the roads 
are to be built will be asked to pro- 
vide a superintendent for the -work 
who will carry, out the plans of the en- 
gineer.

Natural Forest of Redwoods Will Be 


Named Muir Woods, After the Noted 
Naturalist — Superb Pleasure Ground 
For Tourists — The Big Trees Not Cut 


One of the most public spirited gifts 


ever made to the United States govern- 
ment has come from William Kent of 
Chicago, who lias just deeded to the 
United States 295 acres of primeval 
redwood forest on tbe southern slope 
of Mount Tamalpuls, about sir miles 
from the city of San Francisco, says a 
Washington dispatch. 
The land was 


deeded to the government -with the ap- 
proval of Forester Gifford Pinchot, 
chief of the United States forest serv- 
ice. The papers have now gone to the 
secretary of the 'interior, and a procla- 
mation declaring the canyon a national 
monument will be signed at an early 
date. 


This means that more of California's 


redwood giants will be saved for the 
scientific study and pleasure of the 
whole country — in fact, the 
whole 


world— for the great sequoias are only 
found in tbe Golden State. This grove 
given to the government by Mr. Kent 
is one of the only tracts of redwood 
forests to be found in their natural state 
in California today. The land is said 
to have cost Mr. Kent $47,000 some 
years ago. but its stand of redwood tim- 
ber alone is now valued at more than 
$150,000 on the market 


The canyons of Tamalpais, which 


drain into San Francisco bay, were cut 
clean years ago, and the redwood ob- 
tained from them went Into the con- 
struction of the old San Francisco. 
The giants on the tract to be known as 
"Muir woods" escaped the ax, however, 
chiefly because the outlet is on the 
ocean side instead of the bay side and 
also because the various owners of the 
land have for sentimental reasons jeal- 
ously guarded the timber from harm or 
destruction. Modern methods of log- 
ging would make short work of the tim- 
ber and would, besides, put a handsome 
profit in thfe hands of the owners. 


It is the intention to name the na- 


tional monument Muir woods, after 
John Muir, the noted naturalist The 
giants of Redwood canyon will now be 
given permanent protection by virtue 
of the act of June 8, 1906, which pro- 
vides that objects of scientific interest 
may be declared national monuments 
if such action is deemed necessary for 
their .preservation and protection. This 
295 acre tract will be a pleasure ground 
as well as a place for scientific study 
for the people practically of tbe whole 
of California, for within a radius of 
fifty-two miles on the canyon two- 
thirds of the population of the entire 
state are centered, 


The chief reason for the permanent 


protection of the land by the govern- 
ment is that there is no other redwood 
grove In the -whole world more accessi- 
ble to so many people. The canyon is 
to absolutely primeval condition, not 
so much as scratched by the hands of 
man. It lies within an hour's ride of 
San Francisco, at the very doors of 
hundreds of thousands of people. 


So long as the land remains In pri- 


vate ownership there is always danger 
that the trees will be attacked, and 
Mr. Kent feared this, but as a national 
monument they w-iil be safe for all 
time. There are, of course, many finer 
stands of redwood In California, but 
there are no typical groves owned by 
the United States, nor are there any 
which might be acquired by the gov- 
ernment except at great expense. 


Originally this land was part of the 


old Spanish grant, Rancho Sausalito. 
The largest redwoods are eighteen feet 
in diameter at the butt and will ap- 
proach 300 feet In height, rising with 
perfectly straight and clean stems. As 
none of the big trees have been cut 
their age is, of course, somewhat prob- 
lematical. but it is safe to say that the 
veterans have stood from a thousand 
to fifteen hundred years. 


The total stand of redwood, roughly 


estimated, is about 20,000.000 feet 
with some 3.000,000 feet of fir and a 
very considerable amount of tan bark 
oak. The redwood alone, nt a fair val- 
uation. has a market value of ?1."0.000 
as it stands.

George W. Cooley, engineer and sec- 


retary of the state- highway couimis- 
siou of Miunesuta, has secured the co- 
operatiuu of the public road office at 
Washington and the bureau of plant 
industry 'in his plans for experiment- 
lug iu the couKrructiou of loads in 
snudy districts, says the St. Paul 
Pioneer Press. Kxperiiiieuts along this 
line were authorized at the last meet- 
ing of the highway commission and 
will be commenced next spring. 


Mr. Cooley plans to make two or 


three experiments along this line. One 
road probably will be constructed near 
Rreckouridpre aud the others in places 
where similar conditions exist 
Local 


authorities have found it practically 
impossible to build roads iu saudy soil 
where uo clay, gravel or broken stone 
can be obtained except at au expense 
so great us to make it out of the ques- 
tion, aud it is for the purpose of find- 
ing some means of building good roads 
under such conditions that the experi- 
ments -will be made. 


The federal public roads authorities 


tune become interested in the plan and 
will assist to the extent of paying a 
part of the ^xpense. The local author- 
ities of the -districts in which the roads 
are to -be built will be asked to pro- 
vide a superintendent for the work 
who will carry, out the plans of the en- 
gineer. 


Mr. Cooley's plan is to plant clover 


in the road and along the sides for 
some distance, and when the clove'- 
attains a good growth and before it 
begins to dry to rut it and mix it 
with the sand in the roadway. In this 
way it is expected that the nature of 
the soil will be so changed in a year 
or two as to make it excellent mate- 
rial for road building.

Natural Forest of Redwoods Will Be 


Named Muir Woods, After the Noted 
Naturalist—Superb Pleasure Ground 
For Tourists—The Big Trees Not Cut 


One of the most public spirited gifts 


ever made to the United States govern- 
ment has come from William Kent of 
Chicago, who has jubt deeded to the 
United States 290 acres of primeval 
redwood forest on the southern slope 
of Mount Tamalpais, about six miles 
from the city of San Francisco, says a 
Washington dispatch. The land was 
deeded to the government with the ap- 
proval of Forester Gifford Pinchot, 
chief of the United States forest serv- 
ice. The papers have now gone to the 
secretary of the 'interior, and a procla- 
mation declaring the canyon a national 
monument will be signed at an early 
date. 


This means that more of California's 


redwood giants will be saved for the 
scientific study and pleasure of the 
whole country—in fact, the whole 
world—for the great sequoias are only 
found in the Golden State. This grove 
given to the government by Mr. Kent 
is one of the only tracts of redwood 
forests to be found in their natural state 
in California today. The land is said 
to have cost Mr. Kent $-17,000 some 
years ago. but its stand of redwood tim- 
ber alone is now valued at more than 
$150,000 on the market 


The canyons of Tamalpais, which 


drain into San Francisco bay, were cut 
clean years ago, and the redwood ob- 
tained from them went into the con- 
struction of the old San Francisco. 
The slants on the tract to be known as 
"Muir woods" escaped the ax, however, 
chiefly because the outlet is on the 
ocean side instead of the bay side and 
also because the various owners of the 
land have for sentimental reasons jeal- 
ously guarded the timber from harm or 
destruction. 
Modern methods of log- 


ging would make short work of the tim- 
ber and would, besides, put a handsome 
profit in the hands of the owners. 


It is the intention to name the na- 


tional monument Muir woods, after 
John Muir, the noted naturalist The 
giants of Redwood canyon will now be 
given permanent protection by virtue 
of the act of June 8, 1906, which pro- 
vides that objects of scientific interest 
may be declared national monuments 
if such action is deemed necessary for 
their,preservation and protection. This 
203 acre tract will be a pleasure ground 
as well as a place for scientific study 
for the people practically of tbe whole 
of California, for within a radius of 
fifty-two miles on the canyon two- 
thirds of the population of the entire 
state are centerad. 


The chief reason for the permanent 


protection of the land by the govern- 
ment is that there is no other redwood 
grove in the whole world more accessi- 
ble to so many people. The canyon is 
In absolutely primeval condition, not 
so much as scratched by the hands of 
man. 
It lies within an hour's ride of 


San Francisco, at the very doors of 
hundreds of thousands of people. 


So long as the land remains In pri- 


vate ownership there is always danger 
that tbe trees will be attacked, and 
Mr. Kent feared this, but as a national 
monument they will be safe for all 
time. There are, of course, many finer 
stands of redwood in California, but
